Ho had boon astonished to hear tho ex- 
orbitant estimate of the cost of a Pa"i(io 
Kailway given by somo hou. goutloinon 
tho other evening. Hd ftroposod to give 
^hatt .,he considered it could bo built for. 
*Th6"'Mlniater of ,Tn»Hop had stated that 
the line betw(>en l'ein!)ina and Port Qarrv 
could, -be bnilt for j?i:),(M)(1 pt>r mile. It 
"W.^^vejytjnown that 801) niiles of the road 
on the main lino lietwi>en Fort William 
and the Pacific coast wen' (piito as ea.sy. 
-'Hy^rever, placing it at It;, >)U0 por mile, 
it would give S12,800,(.)()0 for that portion. 
Then tho 800 miles of rolling country 
' cbnld bo built at S3'),0t)0 jior mile, giving 
82-1,000,000 for that portion. Tho 400 
miles of mountain country he estiniutod 
at 845,000 per mile. 

Hon. Mr. Mackenzie — Is that in British 
Columbia ? 

Mr. Dewdnov said thi groator part of it 
WOH. Thia wouhl cost 818,000,000; tho 
total cost of tho 2,000 niilea from tho Pa- 
<..citio to Fort William being 854,800,000 to 
be faced Ijy tho Dominion Government 
botweoii now and 1890- (Lord Carnarvon's 
agreement) or about 84,000,000 per an- 
nam. Mr. Fleming had estimated the cost 
of the lino from British Columbia to Lake 
NipiBsing at 8100,000,000. Tho sectioi. 

- from Fort \Villiain to Lake Nipissing, 050 
miles, described in Mr. Fhuning's report 
&3 having only 30 miles of heavy work, 
ho contended might ho l)iiilt for ?30,000 

I per mile or 510, 500. IIIKI —add to this the 
estimated cost of the line from Bute Inlet 
to Esquinialt (which is now aband(mod) 
$27,5110, 000 and the c?5t. 800,000 estimate 
from tho Paeitio to Fort William, ^WOuld 
give you a total of S;>8,8()0,000. His im- 
pression was the road ooiild be built for 
that money and he would give his reasons 
for saying so. It was well known the 
,:, l,l;aion.and Central Pacific Kail ways were 
built for till! money raised on the first 
bonds received from the United States 
0^>vernment. They got 81(5,000 per mile

- taking they had great dilliculty to raise 
820,000 to lobby their charter through 

, Congress. Tho work was now a commor- 
i*" ' oial HUccoBS. Three years ago it jiuid six 
per cunt, on tln^ aniouul it cost, and the 
traffio was iiiureasing wonderfully. On 
the XJniou Paoifio it had increased last 
year $1,275,000, and on the Central Paoifio 
in ton months §2,259,000, making a total 
'.-for the twp^pf $^158^,000,. ..The uamo 
parties who hairi ljuilt the Atnerieah road 
had inad<' an offer |o hnild a line on th(( 
a2d parallel for 12,81)0 aeres of land. 'L'lio 
k I exporicneo they have gained on tho north- 
ern route no doubt induced them to make 
Oiat offer. He would now ask the atten- 
tion of tho Minister of Public Works to 
tho routes in Britisll Columbia. Two 
years ago, at his (Mr. Dowdney's) recpK.'sf , 
the Premier had consented to iiave a snr- 
vey of th.e Frazer liiver rout(! madi'. 
During t!io suiunu^r instructions were 
forwarded to engineers to carry on that 
(l ii OTryey, but, unfortunately it was delayed, 
^iiid' all that was done that year was to 
locate sixteen miles. Tho same year a 
• party mane a trial line from Yale to Bnr- 
rard Inlet, but it -"vafi not in connection 
with tlu! Frazer llivcr line'. The distance 
from Teto Jaune Cache to Burraril Inlet 
.was 400 miles, and of this tho Clovern-

only the sixteen miles located by Mr. 

TKqSo 'Wero the 
Bi.-ctcon miles which tho Premier had .spo- 
,j kon of as a fair averngo of work (ni the 
Frazer rout<>. So far from that being tlie 
CttflO, it was tho most dilliciilt on the Cas- 
catle range section. If the line iiad lieen 
i,' 'rnn ;ttyenty miles furthei , it would have 
taken them out of tho nio.st diflioult por- 
tion of the canon, and up tho country was 
niiiidi more favorable. Ho therefore urged 
tho Premier to eoutinne tlie survey of 
that routt'. The only way to r(\ach tlie 
northern seaboaril of 15ritish (lolumbia 
was by building round the Ing bond of 
•'''■ tho Frazer, but the banks of tho river are 
ft, „flpodod at high water and a line .would

Thon as to distance, it was -100 miles 
from Teto Jaune Cuelie to Burrard Inlet,

' Caoho and Bute Inlet was 548 miles. The 
" ' grades on the Frazer River aToragtid' jmit 



eight feet ]ior mile, while on the Hoine- 
thca River they wero 104 feet to tho niih^ 
Tho lino from Tot<! .lauue Cache to Kam- 
loopa — 210 miles — was a very easy descrip- 
tion, whil(! on the route from Tet(> Jaune 
Cache to Fort Qeorgo it would bo found 
much h(;avior than the Government h^d 
anticipated. Tho distance fonvhieh there 
would be heavy work on tlie {''razer Itivi'r 
route would be al)out 80 miles; on tli(< 
Uut(> Inlet route about the same, prol)al)ly 
a little liiss, but the advantage; in favor of 
tint former was tiiat it terminated at a iiar- 
bour uuetiualled in British Columbia, 
Vhereas there was bad anchorage nt the 
harbour of Bute Inlet, tho proposed tor- 
minus. Navigation from the Southei'n 
part of Vancouver island to 15urrard Inlot, 
was exc<dl<'nt. Of t!iis he; would give an 
illustration. A ship called 'J'ho Nation's 
Hope sailed from Australia to this inlet by 
the chart, entering without a pilot on 
boiu-d. It carried an order for lumber at 
Moody's iVrills, and when the captain lusk- 
I'd wliere he slionld anchor, tho answer 
was "anywhere." 'I'his hiii'iuur was two 
or tiiree miles in width, and ten or lifleen 
miles in length. It was approachable at 
any time, and far s'uperior to linte Inlet. 
Last year Admiral ( 'oeliruiii' made a tri|) 
to Bute Inlet in a small j<unl)oat, admira- 
bly suited for this purposi!, in coaqjajiV 
of Lieutenant G<iv<'rnor Tnitch, and ou 
his way the former remarlicd that if Fnte 
Inlet Ijocamo the t<'rminus of tiie C'.uia.lian 
Pacific Bailway it would be impossiblo 
for the eastern trade to pass by it. n.s a''- 
eomodation for stejimers 300 or 400 feet in 
length ahppid (QXis^, aod it, yfff dillioult 
for that smiill boat 'to 'm'alfo' the passagt>. 
The day was foggy and they were eomjiol- 
lecl to pas.s from one sitlo of tho I>.land to 
the otlier. Ho had mcutioneil thii matter 
to the ^linister of iMarine as soon r.s he hiul 
arrived at British Columliia, and ho had 
adviseil tho hon. gentleman to communi- 
cate with tile 4,cbniral.regardiiig'tlli8 mat- 
ter. Another point in favour of this route 
was that tho land in this vicinity was 
eipial to the most inagnilicent in the 
world. Tin; deltA of the Frai'.i'r iiivi'r 
was situated within a few miles of the fn- 
l(>t. He had made estimates Cor aC^alifur- 
nia company, which had jjroposed to pur- 
chase ami reolaiin a certain, niimbfc'r of 
aores. T' eso wero tide lands and com- 
prised 1,500,000 acres. The Premier had 
admitte(l that for 70 miles near Ihite Inlet 
the land was not sufllcient for their nur- 
])oses, but the hon. gentleniiiu liad not 
stated that after the 7(1 mih'S they n'aeh. .l 
a plateau where the water froze in July, 
and where it was imijossiblo to raise any- 
thing to assist in supporting settlements. 
.'Vnother matter in favor of the route he 
advocated w"..'i to bo considen-d tlie dis- 
tance was *liortor by 82 miles than tiie 
Bute Inlet route, and 31 miles shorter 
than the Dean Channel route, and the 
expen.so would be considerably lessened 
if it was chosen. 

Ho weiiild read what the Minister of 
Public Works said last year with refer- 
once to these Northern roiite.s ; — ■ ' 

■' Several inussos through the (Cascade 
Chain, from; Dean and Gardner's Inlet, 
have also been e.Kplorcil ; but no route 
entirely favorable bjr the raihv ay has yet 
been reported. But even if it had betui 
found favourable, any rcnite so far north 
as this is open to tho serious objection 
that it would reach the Paid tic from iifty 
to sixty miles north of the northern ex- 
tremity of Vaue'ouvei- Island ; it would 
he entirely beyond the presr.nt populated 
portion of tlii' <'(juntry wiiieh i.s further to 
tho soutii ; and it would bo so situated 
that wo could scarcely li0|)e to eoinpeto 
for certain branches of the traDS-continont- 
al trade which a more southerly lino 
would secure." 

Besiilos tiie shortness of route. ]\r must 
draw tin? ^ilinister's attention to tlie cost 
of operating these long linos for all time, 
lie trusted that Oie Hon. gentleman 
wouhl consider what he said, and order 
further surveys to be made. When ho 
brouf^ht iiji this question two years ago, 
he had made a statement which lie would 
;epe.;! ; -"A railway terminating at Jiui- 
rard Inlet eouhl, williout diirieulty. con- 
nect with the lines running liirough 
Washington and Oregon Tei-riiories. but 
this would be impossible if the terminus 
was fixed north of that Inlid." 

Ho would now refer to the British Co- 
lumbia question generally. He deeiily 
nigretted the step taki'ii by the lion, gen- 
tleman from Victoria last w(>elv, anil ho 
thoughtthat this hon. genllennin's resolu- 
tion ileserved its fate. Several hon. nioui- 
bers during the debate had c(;ni])laincd 
that tlu; British Columbiaa uiendiers 
s|)oko vory frequently on the floor of the 
House. Many remarks liad boon made in 
tills relation which wore uncalled foi' ami 
not calculated to bring out sucdi a feeling 
as should exist het.rteen tlieii- I'rovinee 
and the rest of the Dominion. Ho did 
not think that they took n|) a great ileal 
of tho time, and as regarded tho hon. 
member for Vancouver, -hd' did not si'e 
why that lion, gentleman slioulil nut 
speak when he fidt imdined. .Again, thev 
had only one Ilunster, while tho hon. 
gentleman opjiosile had many Bunstors. 
British C.olunibia had also iieon greatly 
n^.^i-epresented in the pro.^s of the Do- 
minion. A slioi-t time since, a hdter full 
of tho vilest niiBi-epresentatiens and false- 
hoods in this regaril appitared in the 
(llobc. X gentleman well ai'i|naiuli'il 
with the I'rovini-i' refuted tlnvio false. 
Htatenieiits, but the Globe uevei-theicss, in 
rejily, went out of its way to al)use .still 
further this Province. A great do.nl could 
be said on both sides toucliing tho Britisli 
('olu'riibla (JnoStiou r ■ One • thing was ee r- 
tain — t)io Province had a certain amimnt 
of right on its nide. .\ contract had i)i en 
made and brol.;en, thcnigh lii'i'irUi (!olurn- 
hia bad faithfully carried out her iim-t of 
tlio agrcommit. Ho bad examined thd 
matter carefully, and ho c.ould not {jor- 
coivo whore eiilier the present or late; 
QoVerbment had intentionally wronged 
uho Proviono. The magnitude of the en- 
gineering dinienlticH encoiinl(u-ed - w hich 
were greater than wtu-o aiitici|-;a,t(uL -was 
the real cause of the trouble that had 
taken j)la<'e, it was well known \vheu tiio 
contract scheme of the late Admiiiistra- 
tiop ^ailo<l, tbat it would bo imposBiblo to 
oariry o'di tfl© terms of t^'e'tinion. aboUt' 



that time tin; Reform party caTno into 
power, a party who from the drst, al- 
though as far as he recollooted never op- 
posed tlio admission of Britisb, '^Gdlomibia' 
in the Uuion^ or tho cjnstrnction of the 
PaciQc Railway, took very s'.rong grounds 
in ppposiog tbe time liu'.it for the com- 
pletion of that Bad way. They fought 
that through every stii.i.''c and at every op- 
portunity, and it hai) boon stated by a 
meiiihcr of the pres'-ut Governiuent and 
not contrailicled b> any member of the 
late Government chat tlio 10 years limit 
(dause could not have been assented to b/ 
the Hdnse' witUcj'ul a promi.se that a ro'io- 
lution should snnnltancously bo parsed 
stating : 

"The aid. to be j^i\ei) to secure the un- 
dertaking should i:onsist of such, liberal 
grants ol land and meney no'., unduly 
pressiug on the resoiirces of the Domin- 
ion a , Uio Parliament of Cuaadtt shall' 
hoivfrter determihe." <n\ 

H.- als6 found iu the last minute of 
('ii'iiicil of 3Iai-ch 13tli, o! the Dominion 
( i ovei'iini'Mit . in answer (o one of JanUft- 
ry 4th frt)ni British ( 'ol ambia : -- 

"Tlio (!omniilteo 't'ould obsorvo iliat 
the resolution iu I'liestion was j'assed 
within a few ilaya of tho tim* at wbioh 
thd terms of Uqi'^i were os^.ontod ,to 
the Houso of Cfiminons ; thai' ii iSai ■icU

Ho had heard boUi inembevs f rom \ ic- 
toria sav that they had tli. authority of 
Lier.tenaiit-Goveriior Trutcii for tho stato- 
uiQMt that he (Mr. Trutch) had never 
bpan in a position to give his consent to 
this resolution. 

Hon. Mr. Mackenzie -1 understood the 
hon. member for Cumberland to say, the 
other evening, that Xiieiit.' Trutch was a 
conseuting party to that resolution. I 
may, however, have misuudorstood tHo' 
lion, gentleiua'.i. 

Hon. Dr. Tiippor— And more than that; 
I quoti'd from the spooch of the hem. 
KJntleman himself, "^Ving evidieDeo that 
Mr. Trutch was a (iODSODtitfg party, aod 
tltat be cordially assonted to it in publid 
after the resolution had passed; •• 

Mr. Dowdney repliad that Mr. Trutch 
had us^ui-ed hiul moro than once that iu 
the sjH'ech to wdiicli reference Was made, 
ho (Mr, Trutch) expressed the feeling 
concerning this resolution whioh bo still 
oatortuined. Tho Hon. member forNprtb 
York^bod oot the full text of 'tbe.iapeec^ 
ia his hand when ho referred to it the 
otlier iiigiit. The lluusa must romombor 
that that wai (he only opportiinitv Mr. 
Trutcli had to give public exprcsriion to 
Ins opinion with r.'gard to tho terms.. .\t 
a dinner given to liini in Ottawa on the. 
10th of Ajiril, ill referring generally to 
this question, Mr. Trutch said: — 

"Now, Sir, I speak with special care, as 
f desiie that full weight .sliould bo given 
to overv word I uit'?r on tins point." 

Tliis statement was meant to go to Brit- 
ish Columbia as his interpretation, of the 
resolution. Hecontinued: — ' 

"That is to Miv, as to tho understanding 
which 1 had wlien this clause was fram- 
ed, and still have, of the intention of this 
enga^'cmeiit l)y the Dominion to construct 
the Canadian Paeitic Kail-,\ay within ton 
years. When wo ciunu to you in June 
last, wo ijroposed that you flhould jat 
once build a coach road from Pdft Garry 
to th(^ Paeitic, and witliin three years be- 
gin a railwa,v, and we sought to bind you 
to s|iend 1.0110, (H)0 annually on the see- 
tion of this railroad in .British (Iidunibia, 
and complete its construction with tho ut- 
most possible dispatch. We fully under- 
stood then that when otfco the road was 
oommoneed, it must bo urged to its com- 
[detion iis n matter of course,' as a l)asiness 
nece.,..itv. ami that instead of $l,00O",(K)O 
being spent, iirohahly S5,000,000 wotlldbo 
yearly expended in British C'olninbia. ^^'e 
knew', in fact, thid if the road W(>ro to be 
• •"mpleU'd at all it would have to be jiro- 
cec'ded with at a far faster rato than .Sl,- 
000,000 a year would insure. But there 
were those in British Columbia who 
thought that Canada wonld not undortako 
the work- at all. and it was to satisfy their 
doubts- tu secure tlieir adhesion to tin; 
scheme that tlu' guarantee of the expondi- 
turi! of the ,-jl,O00,000 annually was asked. 
The Government in the conforenco with 
the delegation, at ouco expressed tiioir 
readiness to eoninienco tho raih^iy to the 
Paeitic and to com])lele it as soonasitwas 
practiciilile to do so, but the (!oacIl-road 
was olijecteil to as an uniuu'cissarv i.'Xjjensi; 
ill view of the immediate coiiHtruction of 
the railroad. We i;om British Columbia 
were press'Ml to ac<u-pt the ammidment of 
the scheiii(\ and wc aceordinglv proceedeii 
to calculate the tiiuo it would probably 
take to build the railroad, and wo agreed 
u]ion an estimated period of ten yearn. If 
it had beiui put at twelve or tiftc'im years, 
British t'oliimliia would have been just as 
well aatislied, and if the estimated period 
had boon reduced to eight years she would 
scareelv Iiav(> been better pleased. But 
some deliiiite ]ieriod for the completion of 
this work the iiritish Columbians riMpiir- 
ed, as a necessary safeguard to our colony 
in entei-l;i;; into the proposed union. To 
argue that aii,v other iiitorpretatioii Aviil 
bu jilaced upon this railway engagement 
by British Columbia than that which I 
have given to you lyk ilriy dohRtruction of 
it; to argne that she exiiects it to be car- 
riod out in the e.iaet interpretation of the 
words themselves, re;.;arilless of all conso- 
ipieiiees, is a fallacy wliiidi c.'Uiiioi bear the 
test of common si'iise. | Hiiar, hear. | The 
case stands thus:— British Columbia is 
iibout to enter a x>artner8hip wi|;li^Oa^ada, 
and one of the terms of tho arfclcl^^f 
partniM'ship is that wi' ari>, under tho part- 
ner:dup, to const riid a railwav under cer- 
tain conditions. Is British Columbia go- 
iiij,' to hold her i)artiier to that wdiich will 
bring mill and liaiiki'upf.ev niionthe ilriu ? 
Surely you would think us fools indeed if 
wo adopted such a ooiiso' 'I lifroliTd' brp:. 
teat. and, tho w.h9lp of British Ooluiitfa- 
wouM i)r'(ite^t Utm (38veriiia(9Ht"'^o pos- 
ed to borfovr 8100,QQP)0Q0 O1:t8)5Qj|k)^000 



in construct tins road (hear, hoar) , run- 
ning tho couutry into dnht aud tiixing tho 
people of British Columbia, o^ .wo.ll as, tho 
rest of tho.Dwminion, to pay.i,tibie,,]j|irdon 
of such a debt. "Why, sir, I heard it said 
tho other evoning th.at British Columbia 
hiul inr.do a iiioht Jewish bargain with yon 
in these terms, but ceii Shylock himself 
wovld not exact b.is pound of llesh if a 
Ijovtion of it had to bu cut from hia own 
body. (Lond cheers and laughter.) I am 
sure yftu will find that- British Oblutabia^ 
is a pretty in'/olligoiit o'omiinuhity, which 
will be ajit io take a business view of tho

U-ori 'Mnlr^^,''nf' ^^?M^beon called, or de- 
sire that it shouhl })e carried out in anv 
other way than as will secure the prosper- 
itv of the whole' Dominion of which she 
is to be .-i part (cheers) . I have uiiderfltood 
this nulway ongagemont iu this way from 
the first, and I still so understand" it. I 
belioy(a{l,-vf^ftq,:V<i.M.9gotiated this clause 
in tho berms of union last year, and I now 
believe that it is not only 'jiracticable for 
this road to be built by a liberal land 
grant and moderate money subsidy, but 
tliiit it will he so built and (^omj)loted 
within the estimated period of ten years. 
But if a roistako. baa been made in this es- 
tijaate,'ao;^ot 'think British Colum- 
bia is'gbin'g'tb' piit a stroined interjirota- 
tion upon it to her own material injury; 
that she is likely, as the saying is, to bite 
her own nose off to spite hi.;- face." 

That was what he (Mr. Dewdiiey) con- 
fiidered a hiir inlerprutation of that re.so- 
lutipn,. and :a8 it ought to be considered 
by British -Golnmbia. • 

Hon. Mir;;'ltfick6n'zie--Did lunderstWid 
the hon. gontlemoii .to state a little while 
ago that ho *was authorized by Mr. Trutch 
to deny that this was his opinion ? 

Mr. Dewdney — Oh, no; on the contrary 
I stilted that in conversation with tho 

Governor, he said;— 'jX)i08o afP Diy- opini- 
ons still in- regard' to the' jtime Uinii— ^tnai 
the wofkf Miouhl bo' COmda on'so as not 
to bo detrimental to the whole Dominion." 

Hon. Mr. Mackenzie — Then another 
hoa. member for Briti.sh Columbia— I am 
not sure which — said he was ho autlior- 
ized. 

. Mr..Dewduoy— Ithink tho hon. member 
f orVictoria stated that he was authorized to 
say that tho Gorornor wa-s never in a po- 
sition to agree to this resolution. Ho 
(Mr. Dewdnoy) had been attacked in 
British Columbia for attaching too much 
iin2)ortanca to tiio resolution, being told 
that as it was not in tho terms it could not 
affta't tlio Province, He Uaought the re- 
solution was a very proper one, and he 
had, moreover, taken every opportunity 
to explain to his constituents that it was 
in existence. Ho was rather surjiriscid to 
heor- this member for Victoria state that 
ho was not aware of its existonco until ho 
became a menibor of this Houso, and that 
quite a number fh tho city of Victoria 
wero in exactly tho same position. "When 
the Minute of September the 20th reached 
that city, his- little pamphlet was distribu- 
ted, an(t'inany persons told him that it 
was the firnt time they had heiird of tho 
residution. All that a great portion of 
the people of tho Province, know was that 
an agreemonthad been made to commence 
a railway in two years, and to finish it in 
ten. Thoy did not look beyond that;they 
they did notconsidor tho political difTicul- 
tios or tlio dillioultioH brought abcmt by 
tho failure of the Allan scheme, nor take 
into con.sideration, as they should have 
dime, the financial aspect of the case. 
One section of tho country (mdoavoured 
to force the Government by every moans 
in their power to commence the railroatl 
op..yancinivor Island, believing it to bo 
part and parcel of tho Pacific Railway; 
another party knowing that a Bovere blow 
would have been dealt to them had that 
pcdicybeen adopted, opnosed it. 

Had it not been for this s(;ctional feel- 
ing, ho lielieved the people of British 
Columbia wonld have held, as tho ma- 
jority do to-da^, that until the eugineers 
wore in a position to recommend a line it 
wonld be impossible to commeuoo the 
work of construction. 

The first protest that came from Britisli 
Cidumbia was as soon as the two years 
were up, and tlio Local Oovornniont did 
(what ho believed was their duty) put on 
record a protest against tho non-fulfilmont 
of that part of the agreement but wdien they 
wont further and endeavoured to force the 
Dominion ( lovernnient to commonco work 
bidore the surveys wero comploted, they 
acted, •♦o nay tho least, with very ))oor 
judgment, and not in the interest of the 
Dominion or of the Province. The House 
would roniber tho continual protests that 
wero made; and eventually, to satisfy tho 
people of the Province, a gentleiiian was 
sent from Otfawn, whose advent he looked 
upon as an earnest that the l'\ideral Gov- 
.•rniu(>nt WHnt(>il to come to an under- 
standing, and to stop tho continual iiisiiiu- 
at,ioiiH that tlit'y were ondeavouriiig to 
break faith with a weak Province, when 
everybody acq,uaiiited withtl'" fc. '.-. keew 
that tlio fulfilmont of tho tonim was really 
impossible. It had been mated that Mr. 
Edgar went Id Briti.sh Columbia without 
credontials. Ho distinctly denied that. 
When thoir Premier wont to London to 
negotiate with Lord Carnarvon, they 
never heard of Mr. Edgar's want of cre- 
dentials. The day that gentleman ar- 
rived in till! Province, Iio was waitoil luion 
by tho Preiiii(.-r, to whom hi! showeil a 
lel,tor f rom the Hon. First IMiiiisti'r, and 
stated he had lottors from His Exculloncy 
tho Governor. General to tho Lioutonanc- 
Govcinor. Ho also produced a lotlor 
from tho Hon. First Minister to tlio Lion- 
tonant-Governor. Mr. Walkeni folt at 
that timo that in case an offer was made 
(in case thoro was any alteration of the 
terms) thoy would havo to go to tho coun- 
try. VVitu that knowledge, ho told Air. 
Pdgar ' that there wore roaaons why ho 
should "not . deliver the letter to the 
il^PftkftQXP^n.9""i .^-.n^F^^julo t^jat interyiqw 
lAsted, ^ Mr/Edflfar thai 



there wero resisons for not delivering Mr. 
Mackenzie's lottors to Mr. i'rntoh. Ho 
state<l that an iinf liendly febUug pxisted 
ou tho part of the Qoventciri to Mr. Mac- 
kenzie, and ooriteildod that he was tho 
proper party to be <;oiisiilted in tlio nmt- 
tor. About tlmt timo Mr. Walkout, in his 
jinblic uttitrances, . had claimed to bo 
fri;uidly with the Dominion Govorunient, 
and no doubt Mr. Edgar thought it was 
immaterial w'hetUcr tho letter was dc- 
Uvered; Unit; , he . hftd , pthei: db'ouments 
which explained liis miiisibh, arid conso- 
(jueutly ho did not deliver it. 

For two months Mr. W.ilkem negotiat- 
(!d with Mr. Edgar, and the hitter's au 
thotity was never questioned, but when 
a deliuito proposition was niadp, ho turn- 
ed round and said: — " Where are your cre- 
dc'iitiidsV" This difficulty ^as the 'catiSe 
of considerable ('orrtfspoilderiAb, ' drfd ''it 
ondeil very i>ropcrly, ho thought, in Mr. 
Edg^ri beiiig recalled. It might bo said 
that it w-iis not his iilaco to show up the 
deliiupiencies of bis Province', but when 
he saw tho people of British Columbia at- 
tacked ami called iinreasomible, it was 
time that the blame should be put on the ' 
shoulilers of th(> )iarties desevvin.g it. I 
Next came the appeal to England, which 
he believed was made contrary to thii 
wi-shes of tlio majority of the people of 
Britisli C!olumbia. .Vt that tinn; tlier(> had 
boon foriiieil at Victoria what is known as 
the "'i.'eriiis of Union League." By levy- 
ing §2 50 one could beceni(; a iiiemborand 
bo enabled to vote. When this que.slion 
of appeal to England was brought up,iMr. 
Walkem 'Wfis. looking to the League for 
snpi)6rt. A mooting of tho Lo.agne was 
called, and after considerable discussion, 
the matt<;r was deferred until the nieniber.s 
for Britisli Columbia returned. IIo 
thought tin; majorit v oS those members 
urged tho Government not to send the 
petition to England, and ho himself ex- 
pressed tho opinion thnt they •would be 
acting contrary to tJidii* own interests, and 
that they wonld never see a lino ou Van- 
couver Island if they did petition the 
Quoon. Hi! thought'it looked now as if 
his pronostigation was about to bo fullill- 
ed. At the time this question was brought 
up before the League, the meeting was 
paclced by tin^ union supporters of l\Ir. 
Walkem and r. vote was carried favoring 
tho appeal. That was tlio only support 
that British Columbia gave to that trans- 
action that ]io was a(\-areof. With reganl 
to Ihe adverse vote given in the Senate to 
the Bill, by means of wdiieb. it was intend- 
ed to give eftect to the i)romise made to 
Lord Carnarvon, both parties in tho House 
shirked the respmisibility' of the defeat of 
tho Bill. The Goveratoeiit' laid the re- 
sponsibility on the Conservative mnjc^rity, 
and the Conservatives said that if it had 
not been f<n' two or three Government 
Huiiporters the Bill would have been car- 
ried. He, however, was not desirous of 
shirking any rosponsibility in the matter. 
Ho objected to tho rood because he con- 
sidered it a part and parcel of the Buto 
Inlet road. That rood would not have 
boon in favor of his constituents, and 
would never have paid exjienses. After 
tho defeat of the Bill, nothing further was 
made public in Briti.sh Columbia until the 
publication of the Minute of Council of 
SeptiMiibor the 20th. That Minute was at 
any rate capable of two interpretations, and 
he objected to the action of the Local 
Government in roferencn to it, bocimse it 
placed on it an interpretation he did not 
think it cajiiilde of bearing, namely that the 
Govornmeiit intendod rcpiuliatioii. They 
stated "that an iiideiiuntv, however, to 
tho amount of S75O,(J0O_ tlie cost of aliout 
twenty miles of railway, has boon offered 
to British Columbia for any future delajrs 
which may occur in tho Construction of 
the railwiiy, and that this sum will, sub- 
ject to the ass(Mit of Parliament, lie jitud 
as a cash boims to the Provimte, if tl i 
agreements for ;\ eiirl,v rail wa,v expenditure 
and for lannpletioii of tho I'ailway to Lake 
Superior by 1800 be surrended by 
tho Province." That, he regarded as 
forced iuterprotation of tho iMinute. 
Tliey also said " that by reason 
of the repeated violations l)y Can- 
ada of its railway engagements with 
this Province, all classes of our . popula- 
tion havo suirered loss; provident antiCi- 
patiouH, based upon these engagements, 
havo resulted iu unexpected and undo- 
siirvod failure, and in disappointment of 
a grave and d:iniagitig character; distrust 
}M\d bei^n creat''il where trust ;ind confi- 
dence slu/nld have been iusjtired ; trade 
and coninierco have boon mischievously 
unsettled and disturbed." Now, he con- 
tended that was not the case. 'I'lie hon, 
member for Victoria had spoken of the 
Province being exceptionally prospenms 
this yoiir; that tlii'ir reve'iues li.id increas- 
ed, and that I hey were the most- prosiier- 
I'rovnico in Caniuhi, and tho Local Gov- 
ernment were wnuig w hen .hoy madotha^ 
statement. Thoy also said "that with re- 
spect to the promised active prosecution 
of tho surveys, your petitioners have no 
authoritative information upon which a 
correct opinion can be based." Now, tliere 
was noD a gciitlotnaii in the Ministry who 
did not know the exact number of men 
theri! were making surveys that year. Tlieri; 
were eight surveying parties out, e<iiisist- 
ing i)robably of 240 men; therefore ho 
thouglit that statement was altogother un- 
reasonable. The Minute in Council and 
tll(^ memorial were: both drawn uji by the 
Widki'in Govt rnmitiit. The a;^itation 
which had liCen crt'uled by Mr. ^\'alkelll 
and his iriends forced his successor in of- 
fice not only to forward tJio memorial but 
to use every exertion to obtain tho con- 
strtictioD of the-Vanoouver Railway, and 
he (!Mr. Dewdney) liad no doubt ho would 
UHO hi.'i best einh'tivors to do so. Ho 
thought s'neral mislalccs hail iiecn eoni- 
mitteil with regard to their i'roviiiett. The 
first miHtak(> was with regtird to the ic-r- 
minus stdecttul by Order in Council by 
the late Government, and the seeond was 
that Mr. Edgar was sent to Britidi Col- 
nnibia and authorized to make proposi- 
tions for the constrticfitni of (bat iiieco of 
road. By his doing HO the Government ' 
admitteirtlial Britisli (lolumbia was en- i 
titled to Honii; comiiensation. 1I<< did not 
think she had any right to expect com- 
pensation ; ajl thoy would ask was that tho 
work'sKbuld be; firoofledodi with as rapidly 



as possible oonawienfly wMlfie 'lfafM%it8^i'J^ 
of tho Domin{on.^'''AsWri&tt of British l.j 

Colnnihia's receiving compensation had 
been admitted. In; trusKtd that as socnna '' 
a comiiitinieation had been received from j'. 
.Lord flariiarvon, who could nob but sea j, 
that tho memorial to Her Majesty was ' , 
framed ou a false basis, an amicable ar- 
raugeineut might bo arrived at; and ho 
luqied tlu; liOeal Government of his Pro- 
vinpe would be relj.Qvod from the financial 
difflojiities left' them as a legacy by ' their 
Inite impi-ovident predecessors. He Still 
entertained the samo fooling of attach- 
niont to his first piditical love — tho late ''-' 
.-Vdjninistration -andho believed ho would..; 
continue to di< so; but with regard to thfS ,j 
railwiiy matter, as loug as he found the 
GoyprjunoDt wofo endeavouring to ■(ia(t ' 
■^very exertiotf to 'c&itj out their i engage- ■: 
mfeUts; hewould bo only too happy to.^ 
give tlioni )iis asiistaueo in this ilousrt, ''' 
aud also ill the Provinco from which ha'''' 
caino. Ho was in hopes that the sarveys:^ 
wero so far advan(;iMl that a portion of tho, 
rojul might be ju'occeded with. He thought-' 
there was a portion of the contract which ; 
might be prooeeded with, and he tiipught,< 
if this wa§ dpno it would go a great way' 
towards ,q.uieting ' the agitation that had ' 
been' thriaatfehed in British Columbia. '

The Chinese Evil aiidl'4Be Consti- 
tution. 



Wo are sorry that the House has not 
approached the question of Chiuese 
inunigration in a apivi*; that the gravity 
of the aubject would soem to demand. 
The vein of levity that pervaded some 
of the honorable spoakorH' remarks i3 
much to be regretted, and it would 
really seem, from the tone of Wednes- 
day's debate, that if the country is to 
bo preserved from a Mongolian inun- 
dation, so to speak, it must look to 
BOi^flf'othor quarter than the House for 
a saviour. Some of the ex-Ministors 
ware highly entertaining in their re- 
marks. The ex-Premier was particu- 
larly 80. This gentleman seemed to 
bo laboring under a severe attack of 
the Constitution. He would not in- 
terfere with the Chinese lest the Con- 
BtiJjUtion should HuiYur. The Chinese 
•were a great evil; but the Constitution 
sustained the evil. If it were not for 
the ConBtitdtion he would bo happy 
to protect the poor workingman and 
his family; but— really— the ConBtitu- 
tion was 'so eensitive that the slightest 
legislation in favor of one's own flesh 
aii3 bl6^)d""Wetild be disastrous— to 
the Constitution 1- ThiB from an hon- 
orable gentleman who less than a 
week.'- before', had yoted to. exclude 
ChiiiisSe British' HuBjiaots from, the ex- 
eroiie bf 'the frflnohise was pretty pool. 
He had no fear - of the Constitution 
tiien-T-not » bit. , J3at when the bread- 
and-buttex: of the workingman is con- 
6erne'd--Ii6rd love you! the Constitu- 
tion "stpps the way." No less extra- 
ordinary was the ex-Chief Commission' 
er. He deplores ohl so deeply — the 
presence of the Chinese. They are a 
tarriblo nuisance — a cankor-worm — 
a dangerous clement— a — a — plague. 
He tried to put a elauao in Gov- 
ernment contracts to prevent their 
employment on public works; but his 
"legal adviser" had told him that to 
do 80 would be un-conatitutional. 
Thou terrible Constitution. AVhat a 
oonvouieut scapegoat for f'-.raddliug 
politicians to bestride thou art., ilr. 
Beaven, with Mr. Walkem, had voted 
to deprive Celestial British subjects of 
the right of voting. The Constitution 
didn't trouble them thon. I'crhaps 
Mr. Beaven didn't consult his "legal 
advisor" whoso name he unhappily 
neglected to. furnish the House on that 
oocaaidni. fAnother honorable member 
fired the treaty with China at the heads 
of the House; but he forgot to state 
that the United States, notwithstand- 
ing the treaty, does not employ one 
Chinaman on her publio works. L« ei- 
ther does the State of California. The 
Premier's proposition was a fair one — 
to discourage- the employment of Chi- 
nese by private individuals, and the 
Government would do its share to- 
wards keeping publio money out of 
their hands. If it be a possible thing 
to tax pigtails why not adopt Mr. Bob 
Smith's proposition ? Queue's were 
taxed in the olden time v.-hon they 
were worn by the first gentlemen of 
the land. la there anything in the 
much-quoted Constitution — which you 
would fain have UB think was framed 
in the interest of China and the Chi- 
nese—about pigtails, Mr. Walkem ? 
What hoi Mr. Beaven. Trot out yoiu' 
inyatorious "legal adviser" and put him 
through hiH legal paces on thi.4 dolicato 
point. Our own opinion is that the CiiiiKi.so 
can be reached through their pig-tnilH. 
If fho Constitution is in the way 
amend it. If the Treaty is injuriouH to 
the British people, alter it. Laws ami 
treaties are being changed ccntinunlly. 
Wiry should this one provision of all 
others be ho hedged about that to abio- 
gate it would be to 'uring the sociiil, ])oli- 
ticBl and commercial fabric of Oroat Jiri- 
tain down aboiit our (tar.s V Tlii! mouting 
the other evening was a failure bfi'au.sr \i 
was not practical. Evidence shouhi liuvii 
been forthconaiDg to show that the Coolie 
is a slave; that free labor cannot compete 
with slnvo liibor; that Chiuf.Hn women are 
imported for infainouH purposen; that 
their presooee is bligliliiig thn youth of 
our country; aad that tlii.H iiamigraliou if 
allowed to continue will pro.-o deslruc- 
tivo to the iuterefits of tho white working- 
man atul HOi'icly generally. Men prate 
about treaty rigli(n with China, free iiitiir- 
oourse, inid all thut sort of thing, v, hn 
ought to know tliat China <1i\ily violates 
those rights in loiter uiul in apirit by 
refusing foroignorH tho i)rivih<go of enter- 
ing its borders whila wo aro asked to 
throw wide open doors and hearts to 
every stray Celestial who may chance to 
approach otir threshold. Wo don't like 
treaties whore all tho "give" is on (jue 
side and all tho "takii" on thn otlier hiile. 
Tho Wttshington Treaty, whieli tied up 
our intoroHts in a htuuUo ami toHsed them 
over the fence to Uncle Sam, is a caK(( in 
point. Just now tho United States Con- 
groBs is engaged' in' disonssing a motion 
to amend the China Treaty, and_ one of 
tho reprcHontatives from Oalifornin, roforH 
to tho ChinoHO evil in terms that WO coni- 
jnend to our public men: , , ., ., 
«'Tbo great iioiiy of our people toil willi 
their'hands. and I'fttoB of wages prevail 
under which they can roar their families. 
I'von if tins sole object of civihzation was 
lo ouoblo tho wealthy to accumulate more 



woidth rognrdlei^s of tho comfort ond cul- 
tivation of tli(^ comiuoii people, wo could 
not ail'ord to destroy the chnraetev of tho 
nation for an increuHo c'i capital. The 
impoveriahmout and final eqtiactinn of 
the great middle cla'ss of. our onuntpy 
would follow and leave otir cbuntry o na- 
tion of lords and serfs in which property 
itself would be a sort of lidversily. It is 
not MuHieieut to reply tliat alinorptiou of 
eouutry by Chinese will not occur for a 
century.

To 
prevent the possibility of .susp(Mi(le(l ani- 
mation being mistaken for death, the 
Council intend to consider, luid proliabiy 
adopt, certain recommendations designed 
to prevent the evil which would result 
from such an occurronce.

From all jiarts tlie l^liancfdliu' 
received, as usual, since 1870, congratu- 
lations and presents. 

Dr. Tristram, of Chancellor of tht< Dio- 
cos(> of London, has given his decision, 
ro.specting tho apidication by the Kov.

Private advices from Qaspe state 

that there is great distress on the coast. 

Flour is very scarce. One woman 
died at Pcrco from starvation last 
week. At Malbaio de Barucliois sev- 
eral fatnilioa aro starving. Unless na- 
vigation opens early it is feared many 
will die of hunger. Only thirty bar- 
rels of flour are loft for sale by the 
merchants for thirty miles of tho coast, 
and this can only bo bought in quan- 
tities of ton or twelvo pounds by fami- 
lies at a time. Hay is selliug at $32 
per ton, and to be brought thirty miles 
at that. Farmers at Gaspo aro already 
killing oft' their whole stc-ok, and the 
horses aro dying. Seven feot of snow 
on the .yrouud. 

Hamlliox, April 20. — For the last 
week or two a woman, accompanied 
by an old blind man with a plank on 
his breast, upon which is painted, 
"He that giveth to tho poor loudeth 
to tho Lord," has decorated tho jirin- 
cipal street corners of this city. They 
stood in the sun all day •holding a 
plato to the passing public, the tender- 
hearted portion of which would slip 
them pieces of money as they passed 
by. Yesterday afternoon a sick wo- 
man living on Caroline street sent 
word to tho poli(;o that a drunken 
coujjle were raising a disturbance in 
her bouse. Constables Littlehales and 
Parks were despatched by the Chief 
to see into tho nmtter. Wlion the olli- 
cors arrived they found Lho blind man 
and his wife tumbling about tho wo- 
man's houso in a state of intoxication. 
They arrested them, and had them bo- 
fore the police magistrate this morn- 
ing, who sent them to goal for forty 
days.
